She admits to 
being over 70, but she has min- 
ed almost all her life, besides 
raising six children, whom she 
has given an education and 
seen to their welfare; — all of it 
by mining some hundreds of 
acres of her own backyard. 

Josie is plump and rounded, 
has high color, wispy white 
hair, and eyes with a kindly 
twinkle which reflect under- 
standing of the world beyond 
her Immediate horizons, which 
latter arc magnificent, by the 
way. 

Her father was the sheriff 
who apprehended Billy the Kid 
years ago in a small New Mex- 
ican town, and Josie grew up 
wise in the ways of the desert 
country. At forty, with six 
children to raise, she left her 
husband, and went to the Mo- 
jave Desert where she had 
bought some land years before 
on speculation. 

Once settled there she began 
mining her property, and she has 
a collection of rocks in her little 
house which stun the imagina- 
tion.

Wage Fight to 
Slock Liquor Sale. 

Top Restaurant Ap- 
peal Will Be Heard 
In September 

Overbrook Hills residents who 
last May won their 'fight to pre- 
vent granting of a liquor license 
to the Top Restaurant. 1415 City 
Line Ave., will appear in Quarter 
Sessions Court, Norristown, next 
month, to consolidate their vic- 
tory. 

Judge William P. Dannehower 
this week ordered the State Liquor 
Control Board, which May 29 
refused to grant the restaurant a 
liquor license, to show cause why 
the license should not be granted. 
He set Sept. 6 as date for a hear- 
ing on the order. 

Residents Protest 

The Board's action in refusing 
to grant the license came after 
protests from Overbrook Hills 
residents and from the Convent 
of the Sacred Heart, City Line 
Ave. and Haverford Rd., had 
been filed with the Board. 

The Board's refusal came May 
' 29. after earlier hearings had 
been held in Philadelphia March 
12 and April 3. Date of the origi- 
nal request for a license, signed 
by Charles Wolf, proprietor of 
the Top, was dated Sept. 26,. 
1945. . 

In its ruling the Board stated 
that the Pennsylvania Liquor 
. Control Act authorized it to ex- 
ercise is discretion to grant or 
refuse to grant a license, if the 
prospective licensee was located 
, within 300 feet of a church, 
school, hospital, charitable insti- 
tution or public playground. 
Within 300 Feet 

The ■ Board asserted that the 
Top Restaurant was located 
within 300 feet of the Sacred 
Heart Convent. 

Wolf, through his attorney, 
Maxwell Strawbridge, solicitor 
for the Montgomery County 
Commission, stated this week 
that the Board's refusal was an 
abuse of its discretionary power. 

Judge Dannehower this week 
■ ordered the State Liquor Control 
Board to defend its action. 

Sisters of the Sacred Heart 
Conaent, who are represented in 
legal matters by Philadelphia 
County Judge Vincent A. Car- 
roll, who lives at the corner of 
City Line and Lancaster Aves., 
Overbrook, are also known to ob- 
ject strongly to the liquor license 
held by the Howard Johnson 
Restaurant, opposite the Top 
Restaurant on the Philadelphia 
side of City Line Ave.

Gladwyne Patient 
Drowns in Pond 



A 63-year-old woman patient at 
Gladwyne Colony, a private sani- 
tarium, operated by Dr. S. De- 
Witt Ludlum, Gladwyne, was 
drowned Tuesday morning in a 
pond on the estate of Walter C. 
Pew, Rose Glen Rd., Gladwyne. 

She was Mrs. Mary L. Holmes, 
wife of George L. Holmes, a re- 
tired farmer, of Moorestown, N. 
J. According to officials of the 
sanitarium, she had been a pa- 
tient there .for six- months, -and 
had been in the habit of walking 
near the pond every morning. 
Body Found Floating 

Mrs. Holmes' body was seen 
floating face downward about 25 
feet from the bank by a passing 
motorist, who called Carden War- 
ner and Allan G. Smith, of 140 
Cricket Ave., Ardmore, who were 
at work nearby. They brought 
her ashore and called the sani- 
tarium and Lower Merion police. 

Physicians from the sanitarium 
gave her artificial respiration until 
the arrival of police with an in- 
itiator, but all efforts failed. She 
was pronounced dead by Dr. Rob- 
ert C. Stewart and Dr. John Ord, 
of the Colony staff. 

Montgomery County Coroner 
Winslow J. Rushong, who issued 
a verdict of accidental drowning, 
said that Mrs. Holmes apparently 
had suffered a heart attack while 
wading in a shallow part of the 
pond. 

Condition Improved 

According to her son-in-law, 
Marion Brinton, of 227 Mill Rd., 
Brookline, an insurance salesman, 
Mrs. Holmes' condition had im- 
proved to such an extent that the 
family expected to bring her home 
shortly. 

In addition to her husband, she 
is survived by three daughters. 
Mrs. Helen Brinton, of Brookline, 
Miss Margaret Holmes, of New- 
town Square, and Mrs. Willard P. 
Houghton, of Media.

Schools Urged 
To Co-operate 

Penn Survey Suggests 
Haverford Students 
Use L. M. Facilities 

A suggestion that suburban and 
Philadelphia high schools co-op- 
erate in a specialized vocational 
training program has been made 
by the Institute of Local and State 
Government of the University of 
Pennsylvania. 

Possible use of existing facili- 
ties of the Lower Merlon Tech- 
nical High School by Haverford 
Township High School students as 
a part of the program was sug- 
gested. 

Increased Demand 

A greatly increased demand for 
vocational training was noted by 
the Educational Service Bureau 
of the Institute in a recently re- 
leased survey of school buildings 
of the Haverford Township School 
District. 

The survey recommended that 
to meet the growing demand for 
such training "an area school 
carried on co-operatively by sev- 
eral school districts, rather than 
a school maintained by another 
education authority" be estab- 
lished. 

Possibility of having suburban 
students take vocational training 
courses "in Philadelphia or neigh- 
boring vocational schools after 
completion of the high school pro- 
gram" was also noted. 

The survey stated the proposed 
vocational training program 
"should be viewed as phase of 
general education rather than as 
specific vocational training." 

"More youth fails to retain posi- 
tions," the survey noted, "because 
of inability in knowledge, because 
of lnabil.ity.to express - themselves, 
because of poor work habits, or 
because of inability to get along 
with people, than because of poor 
specific vocational skills."

Monday, Tuesday and Wednes- 
day more than $3000 worth of 
highway dressing was spread over 
four of the Borough's roads, ac- 
cording to George B. Suplee, Sup- 
erintendent of Public Works. 

Crushed rocks scattered over 
broad surfaces slowed up motor- 
ists but roads were only blocked 
temporarily while the surfaces 
were being spread. 

Sections finished under this 
year's portion of the program were 
all of Wynnedale and Wayne 
Aves.; the 100 and 200 blocks of 
Grayling Ave.; and all of Haver- 
ford Ave., except the 200 block 
business section. The dressing 
placed on the roads consists of 
tar asphalt, covered with slag 
chips, which, Suplee says, should ' 
last from four to six years. 

The Ramsdell Construction 
Company, of Upper Darby, was 
awarded the bid for the work at 
the May meeting of the Borough , 
Council. 

"The overall program is expect- 
ed to cost approximately $12,000 
when completed, but the bids will 
have to be awarded each year 
because the job will cost more 
than $500," Suplee added. 

He also stated that the war had . 
held up the work because mater- 
ials and labor were scarce. The 
last time it was done was in 1938. 

All seven miles of Borough roads 
will receive resurfacing treatment 
under this program.

The church, now located at 57th

on Overbrook Parkway, Over- 
brook-Hills-in-Merion. 

Ruling of the Lower Merion 
Board against the West Philadel- 
phia church came after almost 50 
Overbrook Hills residents appear- 
ed before the Board to protest the 
church's appeal.

"And I can also remember when 
one policeman rode a bike over 
a beat which covered an area from 
Roberts Rd., Bryn Mawr, to City

Railroad. We made one trip over 
that territory every night, and 
just look at the police protection 
the Township gets now." 

Howard's an enthusiastic hunt- 
er and always take his vacation 
in the winter so that he can go 
up to Carbon County, Northern 
Pennsylvania, with the Moore 
brothers from Cynwyd. Five Moore 
brothers and Howard have built 
a cabin in the woods which they 
use as headquarters for deer hunt- 
ing in late November.

In 1927 Howard married Lillian 
Moritz, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Richard Moritz, of 339 Dudley 
Ave., Narberth, and they have 
lived at the Moritz's ever since. 
"Dad" Moritz and Howard grow 
the biggest zinnias, marigolds and 
green peppers that probably ever 
came from a Borough garden. 

"Some of our zinnias measure 
more than four inches across," 
Howard says, using a pocket ruler 
on a beautiful purple bloom. 

Twenty-three years on the 
police Force is a long time, but 
Howard has no plans for retiring. 
"In fact," he says, "I'll probably 
die in harnes of plain old age."

Using a pair which is too long 

will sooner or later result in dis-

Either you will trip someone,

1. balance and you will come acrop- 
per. To say nothing, in the mean- 
time, of looking deformed with 

, your shoulders raised exagger- 
atedly! 

Practice Constantly 

, There is so much you can do 
about the way you do things. 
Practice the ordinary everyday 

. things involved in getting about; 
sitting down, getting up, going up 
and down stairs, working out what 

» for you is the most nearly normal 
way to do these things. 

DO NOT STRUGGLE! If you 

. can't do a thing without strug- 
gling, then skip it. I know so well 
this is not always possible. There 

* are times when you are on tne 
spot and have to do the best you 
can Accept this and when these 

* occasions arise. I offer you- 

^you'll have to develop poise to 
I* a degree such that you can go 
1 through hell with a "front" that 

is unshatterable. 
' This is as good a time as any to 

mention the fact that you can 

not °aff ord the luxury allowed your 

* unhandicapped brother; that of 
stumbling over everything you 
come to. My husband summed 

'up well when he said, Its all 
right for the rest of the world to 
fall and break its neck - you 

* don't even dare trip! 
People constantly expect you to, 

therefore it is doubly important 
' that you don't! 
i There are also an endless num- 
. ber of people who. are anxious to 
help on every and all occasions. 
Remember they are motivated by 
, a basic and subconscious, need 
to assure themselves of their su- 
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periority. We all have this need 
so don't resent it in others. 
Sorry For Themselves 

People feel sorry for you so 
that they may feel less sorry for 
themselves! Consciously, people 
do want to help. Whether or not 
you accept this help should be 
determined by two things: first, 
would help enable you to appear 
more inconspicuously efficient; 
second, is it going to be simpler 
to give your volunteer assistant 
something to do rather than have 
him frantically and persistently 
clutch at you and seriously im- 
pede your progress. 

After very little experience you 
can snap-judge which is the best 
decision in both instances. For 
many years I have made it a rule, 
when getting on a train, to hand 
trainmen my crutches to hold so 
that his hands will be occupied 
with them and not me! That way 
he feels satisfied that he has been 
a help and meanwhile I have been 
left to my own devices! , 

There is a MUST which fits in 
here perfectly. You MUST al- 
ways refuse preference, i.e. accept- 
ing the more desirable seats in 
theatres, trains, etc. There are a 
very few exceptions to this iron- 
clad rule: if by refusing prefer- 
ence you create a complication for 
others, don't. 

People are as a general rule 
pretty interesting and you are go- 
ing to have to see a good bit of 
a good many of them. They will 
crowd your life; they will dash 
up to you in stations to ask your 
philosophy of life! They will 
want to meet you! They will 
want to buy you a drink! 

They will pity you! They will 
patronize you! They will praise 
you! 

But who was it said attention 
of any kind was still attention 
and a positive thing. Better 
than being ignored all your life 
the way most people are, isn't it? 
Remember you have a great deal 
to offer people, but by the same 
token they have much to offer 
you. 

One of my favorites among 
things-that-have-happened-to-me 
was the occasion in Suburban Sta- 
tion when a handsome young man 
walked directly toward me, stop- 
ped in front of me, held out his 
hand, and as we shook hands he 
said, "How do you do? You know, 
somehow I wanted to meet you 
and since there really wasn't any 
other way — well, this is as good 
as any, isn't it? I admire you so 
much!" 

So, of course, I said, "We thank 
you! You seem to be pretty swell 
yourself!" So ■ he went to his 
train and I to mine. 

And then again the other night 
I left our table at a restaurant 
to call the hospital and found a 
young lady using the telephone. 
While I waited for her to finish, 
her escort came over to me, and 
offered his hand. 

"You know I'm not good at say- 
ing these things," he said. "I'm 
doing very badly, don't you think? 
but I've been watching you at 
your table and I felt I had to tell 
you I think you do a swell job! 
I'll never see you again and you 11 
never see me again but I wanted 
to tell you anyway. 

"I know what a job you re do- 
ing — and (lifting up my chin) 
you're a very pretty little girl, 
too!" . . 

And he was gone. Very hand- 
some, very tall and rugged in ap- 
pearance with no trace of any 
personal insufficiency, I glimpsed 
his discharge button as he strode 
away and I wondered just how 
much he did know. See what I 

mean?

Bilbo is Back in Washington; 
No Action Taken on Charges

Washington— Despite the vig- 
orous campaign in the northern 
press against him, Senator Bilbo— 
"The Man"— is coming back" to 
Washington and the politically 
wise do not place much faith in 
reports that a move will be made 
to unseat him. 

Senator Johnson (D) of Color- 
ado, chairman of the privileges 
ahd elections committee, has al- 
ready announced that his com- 
mittee will take no immediate 
action on charges that Bilbo, by 
raising the "race hatred" issue, 
violated the law. Johnson notes 
that neither the candidates who 
lost to Bilbo nor the Mississippi 
electorate have filed a complaint. 

A Washington newspaper has 
started a campaign to have Bilbo 
replaced as chairman of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia committee of 
the Senate, a post generally desig- 
nated as that of "Mayor" of vote- 
less Washington. But observers 
don't think this will happen — un- 
less by some political upheaval, 
the Republicans should- capture 
the Senate this Fall. 

Incidentally, some realistic 
Southern politicians believe that 
the campaign of certain column- 
ists to oust Bilbo by the ballot did 
much to elect him. It is known 
that one candidate personally ap- 
pealed to these writers to "lay off" 
Bilbo. He argued that their at- 
tacks only fueled Bilbo's cam- 
paign fire in a state where outside 
interference is resented.

Capitol Hill observers see little 
chance of adjourning for the 
Summer— and the campaigns — 
until -long after the proposed ad- 
journment date of July 15. Break- 
ing a long-time precedent, the de- 
lay will come in the House in- 
stead of the Senate. 

The Senate is usually the cham- 
ber which finds it most difficult to 
tie up the loose ends and to stop 
talking. Now the House, already 
long delayed in action on the 
British loan, still has several 
other important bits of legislation 
to deal with. 

Senate Majority Leader Alben 
Barkley had been hopeful of ad- 
journment by July 20. He plans 
to keep the Senate in session with 
a series of three-day recesses un- 
til the House concludes. House 
leaders, though, are now talking 
in terms of an August adjourn- 
ment. More pessimistic members 



speak of September and Chair- 
man Sabath of the House rules 
committee dejectedly guesses on 

October. 

• • • 

Action on legislation for the 
control of atomic energy within 
the United States probably will be 
delaped for .a series of atomic to- 
morrows. 

Political observers see little or 
no chance that the House will 
take up the bill reported this 
week by its military affairs com- 
mittee. 

They point out that, even if the 
House acts, a conference fight 
looms in the Senate; a fight which 
may even spend itself in a legis- 
lative dead end street with the 
adjournment of the 79th Congress 
late in July. 

The Senate some time ago 
passed the McMahon bill, pro- 
viding for outright civilian con- 
trol of atomic energy. Then the 
House military affairs commit- 
tee came along and shaved and 
sheared the measure to bits. 

The House amended the bill so 
that the president is required to 
appoint at least one military offi- 
cial to the atomic energy com- 
mission. It made it possible for 
the chief executive to appoint two 
such commision members. 

Then it rode roughshod over the 
Senate by empowering the Army 
and Navy to manufacture atomic 
weapons at the direction of the 
president. 

Authoritative congre s s i o n a 1 
sources are certain that the Sen- 
ate will not take the House bill. 
And the House is virtually certain 
not to take the Senate bill. 



KNOW YOUR 
STATE 



The law creating the Interstate 
Commerce Commission was ap- 
proved by President Grover Cleve- 
land on February 7, 1877. 



At a time when the United 
States is supplying food to tide 
over war-ravaged Europe, it is 
gratifying to learn that during 
the War Pennsylvania added to 
its enormous industrial product- 
ion a large increase in its output 
of foodstuffs. These facts are re- 
vealed in the preliminary reports 
from the 1945 Census of Agri- 
culture. 

Despite the trend .in the State 
toward Increasing Its forest acre- 
age and confining agriculture to 
Its more fertile soil, 513,000 more 
acres were in cultivation at the 
beginning of 1945 than at the be- 
ginning of 1940. 

The State harvested more po- 
tatoes, more hay, more oats, and 
more wheat in the last year of 
the War than it had done in the 
last year of peace. The number of 
cattle and calves increased 350,000; 
the number of hogs and pigs 250,- 
000 in 1945 as compared with 1940. 

Pennsylvania milk production 
reached its all-time high with a 
total of 575,000,000 gallons In 1944, 
an increase of 86,000,000 gallons 
over the total for 1939. 

Pennsylvania's egg production 
of 175,129,000 dozen in 1944 was 
the largest ever recorded in the 
Agricultural Census of the State. 
This represented an increase of 
50,000,000 dozen eggs as compared 
with 1939, a rise in a five-year 
period of 40% over the 1939 pro- 
duction. 

While scarcities are inevitable, 
in the year following a war whose 
destructiveness was unparalled in 
history, the productive gains shown 
by Pennsylvania's farmers are a 
guarantee for the future of our 
State's food supply.

PARENTS' PROBLEMS 



Handicap to Children 



By GARRY CLEVELAND MYERS, 
Ph.D. 

Unfortunately, some parents, 
because they think of the young 
child as an object of curiosity 
rather than the precious person- 
age he is, suppose that his Infan- 
tile speech Is "cute." This attitude 
becomes a great handicap to the 
youngster as he enters 'school. His 
speech suggests to his teacher or 
schoolmates that he is much 
younger than he Is. 

Some of his utterances, indeed, 
may cause him to be laughed at, 
when the effect on him may be 
very harmful. Looking forward to 
your young child's first day at 
school, you should carefully con- 
sider these matters. 

Most children have trouble with 
certain sounds, In their early 
years; a few even after they enter 
school. Samples of such are d for 
g, t for c, ch for q, b f or v. 
Rhymes and Stories 

Until the child has a pretty good 
start at speaking* it were better 
not to bother about these wrong 
sounds, speaking yourself very 
clearly and disinctly as you talk 
or read to him. You might select 
some rhymes or stories to read 
often to him, which contain these 
sounds. 

Occasionally, you should say the 
correct sound after him noncha- 
lantly but not insist then that he 
repeat after you. He may be more 
ready to co-operate with you when 
he is four, five or six, than earlier. 
But to succeed, you must use in- 
finite patience, tact and wisdom in 
order to make him want to co-

indeed, you should never inter- 
rupt him or break in on a sen- 
tence.

Show strong approval as 
he succeeds, but no disappoint- 
ment as he fails. You even might 
induce him to look into a mirror 
at your mouth and his as you and 
he in a kind of game make these 
sounds which are hard for him.

Young Child's Grammer 

Be not concerned about your 
young child's grammar. If you 
hold yourself to accurate use of 
English and read a great deal to 
him until after he enters school, 
hewill hardly make many gram- 
matical errors until he learns 
them from his playmates. Even 
then, it need not be a matter of 
concern to you. 

Please do not interrupt him to 
correct his grammer nor show ir- 
ritation ever it. Now and then 
calmly say correctly what he has 
finished In bad grammatical form 
but don't insist he repeat it after 
you. If you continue to use good 
English and betray no vexation 
over his errors of speech h * '••'-'■>- 
ing to seem grown up, will gradu- 
ally choose to speak correctly, 
especially after he is ten or twelve.

Plans Started To 
Organize New Corp 

Navy Engineer Unit 
To Become Active 
Reserve 



Plans are underway to organize 
and activate Reserve components 
of the Navy Civil Engineer Corps 
in 19 cities throughout Pennsy- 
lvania, New Jersey and Dela- 
ware, Captain P. M. Carter, dir- 
ector of the Naval Reserve pro- 
gram in the Fourth Naval Dis- 
trict, announced this week. 

Captain Carter stated that the 
Seebee Reserves will consist of 
former Reserve officers and en- 
listed personnel, V-6, USNR. The 
personnel enrolled will be assign- 
ed to the Volunteer Reserve. He 
said that the inactive duty train- 
ing program' for the Reserve com- 
ponent is designed to provide the 
Navy with a trained reserve of 
professional engineers and men 
having sufficient naval and mili- 
tary background to fill the needs 
of the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks for Public Woifcs; Civil 
Works, construction battalion 
organizations, and unit and high- 
er echelon staffs for initial mobil- 
ization in the event of a national 
emergency. 

To Divide Units 

The new reserve unit will be 
divided into two major sections, 
the first echelon and the second 
echelon. The first echelon, com- 
posed of commissioned and non- 
commissioned personnel, will be 
organized for- veterans of World 
War II who volunteer their ser- 
vices. The second echelon will be 
formed for those veterans who do 
not wish to fully participate in 
the reserve training program. 

Captain Carter further stated 
that the Navy contemplates to con- 
duc training cruises, training tours 
at shore establishments, training 
encampments and courses at ser- 
vice schools for members of the 
Reserve component. 

Cities selected in the Fourth 
Naval District for the Reserve 
Seebee components are as follows: 
Wilmington, Delaware; Atlantic 
City and Camden, New Jersey; 
Allentown Altoona Chester Erie, 
Harrisburg Hazelton, Johnston, 
Lancaster McKeesport, Philadel- 
phia, Pittsburgh, Reading, Scran- 
ton, Wilkes-Barre, Williamsport 
and York.

ERC Explains Data 
On Grade Scale 
For New Program 



Former GIs who were discharg- 
ed from the Army before February 
13 can retain their rank as re- 
serves by joining the Enlisted Re- 
serve Corps before August 13, Lt. 
Colonel George L. Prindle, Di- 
rector of the Seco'nd Army's 
Eastern Pennsylvania Military 
District Organized Reserve Di- 
vision, announced recently. 

Veterans who were separated 
from the Army under honorable 
conditions after the February 
date can keep their high war time 
grade by enlisting in the ERC 
within six months of discharge. 
All enlistments effected after ex- 
piration dates will be made in the 
grades of private. 

Original Branch 

To retain rank, former enlisted 
men must enlist for the branch of 
service from which they were -dis- 
charged. Transfer to other mili- 
tary divisions as reserves would 
require veterans to join the ERC 
as privates. 

Enlistments in the ERC are 
being accepted at all Army Re- 
cruiting Stations. When enlist- 
ments are completed, reservists 
come under the jurisdiction of 
local Organized Reserve Corps 
offices for administration and 
training. Enlisted Reserves, as 
well as Reserve Officers, will be 
assigned to reserve units formed 
with tables of organization parall- 
eling formal Army outfits. 

Qualified ERC men will have the 
opportunity of attending Officer 
Candidate Schools. Special corres- 
pondence and extension courses 
will be available as part of the 
ERC training program.

Need of Medical Personnel 

More than 500 doctors and 300 
dentists with 2,500 nurses have 
been added to the staffs of Vet- 
erans' hospitals during the past 
few months under a recruitment 
program which takes doctors and 
nurses from under civil service 
regulations and offers them more 
attractive employment opportuni- 
ties. 

This makes a total of 3,112 doc- 
tors, 545 dentists and 7,623 nurses 
now on duty under the Veterans' 
administration medical program in 
the department of medicine and 
surgery as set up by Dr. Paul R. 
Hawley, chief medical director. 

The immediate need for dentists 
in VA hospitals has been met by 
the recruitment program but there 
is still need for physicians and 
nurses especially in neuropsy- 
chiatric and tuberculosis hospitals 
in the South mid-west and far 
West. 
Questions and Answers 

Q. I am a veteran of World War 
I. Would it be possible for me to 
get a cash surrender on my service 
insurance policy? — A. R. D., Pasa- 
dena, Calif. 

A. The Veterans' administra- 
tion says that upon proper execu- 
tion and filing of cash surrender 
value of U. S. government life in- 
surance and the return of the 
policy certificate to the Veterans' 
administration you will receive 
may be payable. 

Q. How much can one of those 
Veterans' administration appra- 
isers charge a veteran for apprais- 
ing a house the veteran wants to 
purchase with his G. I. loan? — 
J. H. A., Seattle. 

A. There is no set amount. In 
some instances the banks do not 
make this charge, but appraisers 
appointed by the Veterans' admin- 
istration may charge whatever fee 
is customary in your area. The 
average fee is something like $15. 

Q. While I was in the navy I 
purchased bonds through de- 
ductions from my pay, but to this 
day I have never received <Sw 
bonds. Can I do jinythlng about 
it?— E. C. Yonkers, N. Y. 

A. Write to War Bond office. 
Central Field Fiscal office, 4300 
Goodfellow blvd.. St. Louis. Mo. Be 
sure and give your full name, 
serial number and the pay periods 
for which the bonds are due. Also 
give your correct home address. 

Q. It seems to me«veterans' dis- 
obilKv pensions are too low. How 
do they compare in (bis country j 
with other countries? — Mrs. S. R., 
Denver. Colo. 

A. The United States navs hieh- 
er pensions to disabled veterans 
than any other country. In Eng- 
land. Australia, Canada and New 
Zealand pension payments vary 
according to the number of de- 
pendents and the rank of the dis- 
abled veteran. 

Q I am drawing the readh-st- 
ment allowance for sclf-cmplovcd 
veterans. If I rlnn't draw the full 
Sino each month ■for MV4 months 
is the balance available to me p.ftcr 
the period Is up? — Jackson, Miss. 

A. No. No matter how small an 
amount you draw each mont,:i. 
that is considered a full month's 
pavment. 

O- My son has a bad-conduct 
discharge. Tie is a veteran of 
WorPrt War H. Is he entitled to any 
benefits under the O. I. h'H? — 
Mrs J. H., Hartford City, Ind. 

A. He may be, but i^ince he holds 
neither an honorable nor a dis- 
honorable discharge, it would be 
necessary for him to contact his 
nearest Veterans* administration 
office for s decision as to whether 
he was discharged under condi- 
tions other than honorable. He 
has a ritrht also to apDlv to his 
service for a revision of his dis- 
charge. 

Q. I was retired from the serv- 
ice with retirement oay for a serv- 
ice-connected disability. I fret S125 
a month. Am I eligible for any 
payment from the Veterans' ad- 
ministration for on-the-job train- 
ing? Will I lose my retirement pay 
If I sign uo for such training? — A. 
R. S.. Oattland. Calif. 

A. No. I don't think so. You can 
take on-the-job training and draw 
the regular subistence allowance, 
plus what the comnany for which 
you are working will bay you; plus 
your retirement pay. Suggest, 
however, you check with your 
regional Veterans' administration 
office. 

Q. Can a member of the armed 
service retire- on a. medical pen- 
sion after serving 20 years in the 
army and still get retirement nay? 
— Mrs. K. L.. Anadarko, Okla. 

A. The army says no. But the 
soldier might be able to draw a 
service-connected disability pen- 
sion from the Veterans' admin- 
istration. 

Q I have an honorable discharge 
from the WAVES. Am I entitled to 
my old job? — L. S., Sikeston. Mo. 

A. Yes, provided you are quali- 
fied and make application for re- 
instatement.

Robson Will Drive 
Rocket Car in Next 
Langhorne Program 

George , Robson will drive a 
rocket-propelled car in a special 
event at the next AAA-sanctioned 
big car auto races at Langhorne 
Speedway on Sunday, August 11. 
It will be the first time that a 
rocket-propelled car has ever been 
driven on a dirt track. 

Robson was the winner of the 
Memorial Day 500-mile classic at 
Indianapolis and also winner of 
the 20-mile event at Langhorne 
on July 21. On the latter date he 
also was near the world's mile 
record with a 35.08-seconds effort 
for the distance and established 
a track record for eight miles of 
four minutes, 59.92 seconds. 

Robson will drive the rocket- 
propelled car in an effort to learn 
what speed can be achieved on 
the racing strip rated the fastest 
one mile dirt track in the world. 
He believes that he can achieve 
a speed of between 120 and 125 
miles an hour. The world's record 
for a mile, set there on July 21 by 
Rex Mays is 34.66 seconds, or 
approximately 103 miles an hour. 

"Poison Lil", the car in which 
Robson won the eight-miler and 
the 20-mile main event and set the 
track record at Langhorne, will 
be used for the run. The car will 
be equipped with a two-second 
firing rocket and a four-second 
firing rocket and run under its 
own power the rest of the way. .

Don't ' make the fatal 
mistake of lifting your head 
while making the shot, or you'll 
find the ball- either missed en- 
tirely or scuffed and perhaps bad- 
ly cut. »

a rotary motion. The natural 
tendency of the average golfer is 
to swing in a straight shift. At 
the top of the swing, your 
weight should shift to the right 
heel. Then you look directly 
over the left shoulder at the ball, 
with the clubface held in a 
slightly closed position. 

Remember to be particular- 
ly firm with the last three 
of the left hand. That is vi- 
tally important, particularly 
upon actual contact with the 
ball. 

When I employ the No. '3 iron 
— or any other club, for that 
matter— I'm conscious only of 
trying to give my hands a "head 
start" on my body by pulling 
down' with my left arm close to 
my body, without uncocking the 
wrists. 

It might be wise to caution you 
now that if your left arm starts 
down away from your body or if 
your wrists are uncocked too 
soon, the clubhead will get on 
the outside of your line of flight 
and cut across the ball instead of 
meeting it squarely. 

When halfway down with the 
swing, my weight shifts back 
to the left foot and my left 
side begins to brace Itself for 
the hit. The momentum of the 
clubhead will, if you allow it, 
pull the hands straight through 
and on toward the line of 
flight.

Canvas shoes, 32,000 pairs of 
them, originally purchased by the 
United States Government to be 
used by women in the services, 
are being offered for disposal by 
the War Assets Administration in 
Philadelphia, Regional Director 
Frank L. McNamee announced 
this week, but they will go only 
to priority groups and dealers. 

These new canvas shoes, with 
rubber soles and heels, were to be 
used for recreation purposes, and 
now can be used as athletic or play 
shoes by boys. They are in size 4, 
4'/& and 5, Director McNamee 
announced, and will be available 
to the following groups: 

Federal Agencies, Certified Vet- 
erans of World War II, RFC, 
purchasing for small business. 
State and local governments, 
eligible non-profit organizations 
and dealers. The shoes are being 
offered simultaneously to these 
groups and the sale will continue 
until August 9. 

The minimum purchase which 
may be made by priority groups 
or small retailers, is 144 pairs. They 
are packed 48 pairs to a box. 
Wholesalers and large retailers 
have a minimum purchase limit 
of 720 pairs. All sales are F. O. B. 
the Washington Q. M. Depot at 
Cameron, Virginia. Priority groups 
and wholesalers are offered the 
shoes at 80 cents per pair, large 
retailers at 90 cents per pair and 
small retailers at 95 cents per pair. 

Samples of these canvas shoes 
may be inspected at the War 
Assets Administration headquart- 
ers, Lafayette Building, 437 Chest- 
nut St., from 9.30 A. M. to 4 P. M. 
daily Mondav through Friday 
until August 9. 

Further requests by veterans to 
War Assets Administration for 
certification to purchase govern- 
ment-owned surplus passenger and 
staff cars and station wagons are 
pointless because the existing de- 
mand already far exceeds the 
supply, Frank L. McNamee, direct- 
or of the Philadelphia W.A.A. 
region, announced this week. All 
vehicles of that type have been 
set aside exclusively for certified 
veterans of World War II. 

Typewriters also have been re- 
moved from the list because 
virtually all surplus machines are 
being taken over by Federal 
agencies for their own use, Mc- 
Namee said. 

The Regional Director explained 
that the number of existing certi- 
fications for passenger cars, station 
wagons and staff cars total 
approximately 100,000 throughout 
{.he country whereas the number 
of these vehicles which have been 
declared surplus is not more than 
15,000. 

Since there is no possibility 
that the 15.000 available machines 
will not be quickly absorbed by 
the 100,000 veterans on the waiting 
list, additional certifications for 
the purchases of this type surplus 
property would be only a waste 
of the veterans' time, the Regional 
Director explained.
